NEGR0ES_RETALIATE 


Fire on Patients at Naval Hospital 
In Washington. 


The federal government Intervened 
to prevent a recurrence of the attacks 
made Saturday and Sunday nig’its by 
soldiers, sailors and marines on ne­ 
groes in retaliation for attacks by 
negroes on white women in Washing­ 
ton. 


Just about noon tho negroes gave 
the first evidence of retaliation. Four 
in an automobile drove up to the Na­ 
val hospital in Potomac Park, not 
far from tho White House, and* fired 
four shots at the sentry. 


They then whisked their machine 
around a corner and fired four more 
shots at inmates 
on 
tho 
hospital 
grounds, all of them sick or wounded 
sailors and marines. 


The machine 
nnd 
its 
party got 
away. 
The shots all wont wild. 
Un­ 
der the auspices of the National Race 
congress, a mass-meeting of negroes 
assembled to act on resolutions pro­ 
testing against the attacks upon them. 


After a conference between Secre­ 
tary of War Bhker and the local gov­ 
erning authorities, the army provost 
guard was restored to duty. 


Police and hospital records show 
scores of negroes were injured dur­ 
ing tho rioting of the last two days. 


Two hundred and fifty soldiers and 
marinéis will aid the police in patrol­ 
ling the streets. 
Major General Bar­ 
nett, commandant of marines, assur­ 
ed the authorities all possible help 
would be given 
by 
marines 
from 
Washington Barracks. 


One 
hundred soldiers trained 
in 
police duty, relieved from the provost 
guard, have been retailed. 


The attacks by the service men on 
negroes were so general that uniform­ 
ed negro policemen 
were 
detached 
from duty and sent home by the au­ 
thorities. 


BALLOON COLLAPSES 


Eight Killed and Fifteen Injured in 


Chicago. 


Eight persons were killed and fif­ 
teen injured when a big dirigible bal­ 
loon exploded 1(H)0 feet in the air 
and fell in llames to the top of tho 
Central Trust and Savings building, 
in Chicago. 


The roof of the building collapsed 
and injured several workers on the 
top lloor. 
Three pedestrians were in­ 
jured when parts of the Jmlloon fell 
to the street. 


The dirigible had been making a 
series of flights from White City, an 
amusement park, and had kept to an 
altitude of about 1000 feet.

sands of persons were watching the

downtown district 
when a small cloud of gas was seen 
escaping. Then there was a flash, tho 
bag turned on end and fell a mass 
of flames. 


Among the bodies Identified were 
Earl II. Davenport, publicity man for 
the White City park, and Carl Weav­ 
er, one of the mechanics on tho bal­ 
loon. 


Five men Jumped immediately after 
the explosion and their bodies were 
found horribly mangled.

traveler can find, says the London 
Times. The time of the voyage varies 
from nine to fourteen days, according 
to whether it is made in the wet or 
dry season. 


During the trip one ascends from

Wide- 
spread, sunny, flower-bedecked Bar- 
ranquilla sits upon the bank of the 
Magdalena, and continually and pas- 
sionately discusses the question of wa- 
ter transport, for it can have no direct 
access to the sea until the Magdalena 
bar is conquered. 


From Barranquilla one takes a river 


steamer to La Dorada. On the flat- 
bottomed river boat, drawing only a 
foot or two of water, travelers mus< 
provide themselves with bedding; UK- 
steamship company lends a canvas cot, 
but nothing else, and the Barranquilla 
hotels specialize in providing the vis- 
itor for Bogota with the outfit — a pil- 
low of tree-cotton, a couple of tiny 
sheets, a mosquito netting "bar," a 
couple of little towels. No other bed- 
ding is needed, for the heat is stifling 
but the judicious also take table deli- 
cacies and everything needed in the 
way of beverages, with the except'on 
of coffee, of which there is a constant 
and most excellent flow.

Scene of Great Beauty. 


The jade of banana leaves, whipped 


into rags by the wind, the glaucous 
green of lilies, the emerald of the 
palms, the jasper of the great forest 
giants, is only broken here and there 
by a trail of flowering vine or the rare 
sight of a high-perched mauve or gold 
orohid ; where open spaces occur there 
are low-growing bushes covered with 
flowers, and one sees a host of butter- 
flies and birds, but usually there is 
nothing but the river and the green 
wall of forest When rain falls in a 
straight sheet even the forest is blotted 
out and the alligators and turtles of 
the margins are invisible until the sun 
reappears. 


When a stop is made for wood or to 


deliver merchandise to some little trad- 
Ing point the outlet for some rich 
region producing sugar, hides, coffee or 
tobacco, all the village comes to the 
little wharf, guns are fired and the 
church bell is rung in the steamer's 
honor; there are a number of such 
places below Puerto Berno. Puerto 
Berrio is important as the starting 
point for the wonderful Cauca Valley, 
worth some trouble to reach and pos- 
sessing a perpetual June climate, a 
wealth of fruit and flowers, a fertile 
soil and mountains sown with precious 
minerals. 


At La Dorada, where the blue moun- 


tains have suddenly come nearer and 
turn green and purple, there is little 
but a row of modest cottages, and the 
railway sheds; but here is the train 
for Beltran, the line leaving the river, 
and traversing a wonderftU country of 
bright green pastures with sturdy 
herds grazing, fine lusty trees and hills 
that rise grotesquely, topped with fan- 
tastic rocks like battlemected castles 
of the middle ages. All this region i« 
famous for its tobacco, and- has ex- 
ported it to Europe for over a hundred 
years. The train stops at Honda, \\here 
one looks far down at the rapids; the 
town is bright and pretty, the center 
of a gold mining industry, and here. 
\ty the way, one buys four cigars of 
excellent tobacco for the equivalent of

Here 
the steep, folded mountain spurs stand 
down to the water's edge, little white 
cliffs marking the force of the flood in 
the rainy season; brilliant green on 
the long crests, these spurs take on 
deep violet shadows in the innumerable 
clefts and gorges. 


Wlien the steamer reaches Girardot, 


with its scarlet blossoms, its cobbled 
streets tipping down, to the river, and 
its eternal clothes-wash ing on the flat 
stones of the margin, there is but one 
section of the journey still to be trav- 
ersed—the railroad to Bogota. During 
this final stage there is a great deal of 
steady climbing to the upland plateau, 
and a long run across the cool plains. 


One passes through regions of won- 


derful fruit—rose-apples and nisperos, 
renadillas, and raanzanas and melons; 
ascends through a cutting whose sides 
are jet black because here is a seam 
of excellent coal providing fuel for the 
railway; and, after rolling through 
level lands where cattle graze peace- 
fully beside willow-bordered brooks, 
sees at last the twin peaks of Monser- 
rat and Guadalupe, with the white 
walls of Bogota at their feet. The 
mountains stand like a vast purple 
barrier; beyond lies that lake of le- 
gends, Guatavita, a score of gold-bear- 
ng rivers; the emerald mines of Muso 
from which the finest stones in the 
world, and the largest annual quanti- 
ties, are produced.

thatched huts to the imposing Spanish 
style stone mansions of the ancient 
city of Bogota. 


Puerto Colombia, with the turquoise 
Caribbean washing Its feet, la a port 
by courtesy. Steamers call there for 
the convenience of Barranquilla. Wide­ 
spread, sunny, flower-bedecked Bar­ 
ranquilla sits upon the bank of the 
Magdalena, and continually and pas­ 
sionately discusses the question of wa­ 
ter transport, for it can have no direct 
access to the sea until the Magdalena 
bar is conquered 
From Barranquilla one takes a river 
steamer to La Dorada. On the flat- 
bottomed river boat, drawing only a 
foot or two of water, travelers must 
provide themselves with bedding; thv- 
steamship company lends a canvas cot, 
but nothing else, and the Barranquilla 
hotels specialize in providing the vis­ 
itor for Bogota with the outfit—a pil­ 
low of tree-cotton, a couple of tiny 
sheets, a mosquito netting “bar,” a 
couple of little towels. No other bed­ 
ding is needed, for the heat is stifling: 
but the judicious also take table deli­ 
cacies and everything needed in the 
way of beverages, with the exception 
of coffee, of which there is a constant 
and most excellent flow. 


Soon the forest closes down to the 
edge of the wafer, as unconquered, as 
dominant, as in Quesada’s day, 400 
yeafs ago. Quesada took two years to 
ascend the river to Bogota, the sur­ 
vivors of his party arriving ragged and 
starving; the marvel is that a single 
one of those adventurers reached the 
plains. 


Scene of Great Beauty. 


The jade of banana leaves, whipped 
into rags by the wind, the glaucous 
green of lilies, the emerald of the 
palms, the jasper of the great forest 
giants, is only broken here and there 
by a trail of flowering vine or the rare 
sight of a high-perched mauve or gold 
orchid; where open spaces occur there 
are low-growing bushes covered with 
flowers, and one sees a host of butter­ 
flies and birds, but usually there is 
nothing but the river and the green 
wall of forest. When rain falls in a 
straight sheet even the forest is blotted 
out and the alligators and turtles of 
the margins are invisible until the sun 
reappears. 


When a stop is made for wood or to 
deliver merchandise to some little trad- 
Ing point the outlet for some rich 
region producing sugar, hides, coffee or 
tobacco, all the village comes to the 
little wharf, guns are fired and the 
church bell is rung in the steamer’s 
lionor; there are a number of such 
places below Puerto Berrio. Puerto 
Berrio is important as the starting 
point for the wonderful Cauca Valley, 
worth some trouble to reach and pos­ 
sessing a perpetual June climate, a 
wealth of fruit and flowers, a fertile 
soil and mountains sown with precious 
minerals. 


At La Dorada, where the blue moun­ 
tains have suddenly come nearer and 
i urn green and purple, there is little 
but a row of modest cottages, and the 
railway sheds; but here is the train 
for Beltran, the line leaving the river, 
and traversing a wonderful country of 
bright green 
pastures with sturdy 
herds grazing, fine lusty trees and hills 
that rise grotesquely, topped with fan­ 
tastic rocks like battlemented castles 
of the middle ages. All this region is 
famous for Us tobacco, and' has ex­ 
ported it to Europe for over a hundred 
years. The train stops at Honda, where 
one looks far down at the rapids; the 
town is bright and pretty, the center 
of a gold mining industry, and here. 
^y the way, one buys four cigars of 
excellent tobacco for the equivalent of

Trains Go Siowiy. 


About five hours is occupied by the 
train journey and then Beltlran ^Js 
reached with its waiting steamer for 
the rio arriba. The steamers for the 
upper river are small, the dlning-tables 
set out on the open main defck in picnic 
style. There are only six cabins on 
this little boat, and most of the score 
of passengers sleep outside under a 
sapphire velvet sky set with a million 
diamonds. This sky seems very close 
above; the air -is soft, full of wood­ 
land scents; all night one hears the 
song of the river, only overcome when 
at first flush of dawn hundreds of ring­ 
ing bird voices begin to call from the 
bushes. 


With full daylight comes realization 
of the beauty of the rio arriba. Here 
the steep, folded mountain spurs stand 
down to the water’s edge, little white 
cliffs marking the force of the flood in 
the rainy season; brilliant green on 
the long crests, these spurs take on 
deep violet shadows in the innumerable 
clefts and gorges. 


WThen the steamer reaches Girardot, 
with its scar’et blossoms, its cobbled 
streets tipping down, to the river, and 
its eternal clothes-washing on the flat 
stones of the margin, there is but one 
section of the journey still to be trav­ 
ersed—the railroad to Bogota. During 
this final stage there is a great deal of 
steady climbing to the upland plateau, 
and a long run across the cool plains. 


One passes through regions of won­ 
derful fruit—rose-apples and nisperos, 
grenadlllas, and manzanas and melons; 
ascends through a cutting whose sides 
are jet black because here is a seam 
of excellent coal providing fuel for the 
railway; and, after roiling through 
level lands where cattle graze peace­ 
fully beside willow-bordered brooks, 
sees at last the twin peaks of Monser- 
rat and Guadalupe, with the white 
walls of Bogota at their feet. The 
mountains stand like a vast purple 
barrier; beyond lies that lake of le­ 
gends, Guatavita, a score of gold-bear- 
Ing rivers; the emerald mines of Muso 
from which the finest stones in the 
world, and the largest annual quanti­ 
ties, are produced.

Man Must Make Continuous Fight 


From Start, Never Shirking Duty 


and Keeping Everlastingly on 


Job—Easy to Kill Weeds. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 


ment of AgiK'ultuie) 


The ultimate success of a home gar- 


den depends largely upon the inter- 
est of the gardener being maintained 
throughout the s«uscii. Many persons 
uu\e gotten the idea that when the 
garden u> planted and cultivated two 
or three times their work has ended, 
and as a result the garden soon goes> 
to weeds or is destrojed by insects and 
diseases. The successful gardener, de- 
clare the specialists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, is 
the one who wages a continuous fight 
against the enemies of the garden 
fium the very start, never lurking his 
duty and being everlastingly ou the 
job. 


A crop of weeds can be destroyed in 


a few moments by means, of a steel 
rake or a hoe, if it is used wl-en the 
weeds are just coining through the 
ground. If allowed to lemam, the 
weeds become firmly rooted and a 
thorough renovation of the gaiden is 
necessary to rid it of them. 


Seem Innocent, but They're Not. 
A few old-fashioned haidshell potato 


bugs may not appear to do anj gieat 
hiiim, but the crop of soft-shelled bee- 
tles they produce will eat the leaves 
from the potato vines almost betore 
jou know they are present. A few 
spores of some mildew or other dis 
ease may riot do any great amount of 
damage, but if the weather is favor 
able for the spread of the disease, i 
will soon cause the loss of the entire 
crop. 


The old adage of "A stitch in tiim 


saves nine" applies with double forci 
to the care of the garden. Keep up 
interest in the garden and make £uc- 
cessive plantings of various crops, so 
that a continuous supply of vegetables 
may be provided for the table. There 
is nothing gained by having the land 
he idle, and it is easier to keep it clean 
if there is a paving uop upon it. 


"Seedy" Gardens Show Neglect. 
Too often gardens with a "seedy" 


appealance are seen in the middle of 
the summer. The biush on which the 
peas were grown or the wire trellis on 
which they were trained is left with 
the remains of the crop upon it, and 
general unsightliness rules the entne 
plot. It is a little more trouble to keep

materially assist in incieasing the acie 
yield of the ciop, thereby lessening 
production cost. 


Keep the Garden Growing Through 


the Summer. 


for a good garden, the necessary atten- 
tion will have to be given to its neat- 
ness and general appearance. 


In sections where the weather be- 


comes extremely hot in summer and 
it is not possible to keep garden crops 
growing, the land should be cleaned 
replowed and kept stirred from time to 
time until conditions rfe suitable for 
the planting of fall vegetables. Under 
ordinary conditions it is best to have 
some crop growing on the soil, and if 
the period between the early spring 
vegetables and the fall vegetables is 
sufficient, a crop of cowpeas should 
be grown upon the garden land. This 
will shade the soil and prevent the 
sun burning the organic matter out of 
it, and at the same time will actually 
add fertility to the soil.

BIG COXEWAGO 


* 
OVERFLOWS BANKS. 


Tho Big Conewago has been in a 


.state of flood for several weeks, but ft 
rose to the high water mark over the 
week-end when the precipitation was 
heavier than for oeveral days. In 
many places the water has gone over 
the banks and caused bad washouts 
along roads and in fields. A tremen- 
dous volume of muddy water has gone 
down stream. 
On Sunday much de- 


bris was washed into the stream and. 
among numbers of floating objects, 
was an island 12x15 feet, with young 
trees on it 10 feet in height, that had 
been torn from its resting place in the 
stream. 
At the dam at Waldheim the 


water poured over in such volume 
thu'c the location of the dam was only 
shown by a wave. Originally, the fall 
of water is 12 feet. In flood the water 
below the dam is 20 feet in depth at 
some places, and 30 feet in the deepest 
holes. All fords along the creek are 
impassable. The approaches to the 
stpne bridcp on the Carlisle 'Pike 
were flooded and for a time travel 
on the 'pike was interrupted. 


At Abbottstown, Beaver creek rose 


higher and faster Sunday night than 
it has since the time of the Johns- 
town flood, May 31,1889. The water 
rose over the floor of the bridge and 
hcjld up traffic for several hours. 
The 


cellar of Samuel reel's house was 
flooded. The building has been there 
for many years, and was never affect- 
ed by the high water before. A cloud 
burst at Bittinger's Station, betwen C 
and 7 o'clock on Sunday evening, and 
flooded the streams and low lands to 
the extent of impeding traffic for abouc 
three hours at tha't place, along the 
state road, between New Oxford and 
Hanover. On Saturday evening thrae 
machines—two Fords and an Overland 
stuck in the mud and deep water on 
Carlisle'pike. 


The wheat cijop has been much 


damaged 
by the 
frequent 
general 


rains. The grain in the fields has be- 
gun sprouting. Oats standing uncut 
in the fields, has been beaten clown; 
tobacco and vegetables washed out, 
and creeks and smaller streams over- 
flowing banks and flooding lowlands 
and roads, throughout York and Ad- 
ams counties.

One of the main thoughts expressed 


by Mr. Davison. and approved by oth- 
er promoters of the plan, was the idea 
that no Red Cross society will in any 
measure lose its identity in support- 
Ing nnd co-ordinating its efforts with 
the league of Red Cross societies Nor 
will the national Red Cross organiza- 
tions seek to usurp the functions of the 
various agencies already in existence 
working for the prevention of disease 
nnd for the betterment of humanity. 
Rather will the organizations, like the 
American Red Cross for example, en- 
courage and co-operate with institu- 
tions like the United States public 
health service the Rockefeller founda- 
tion, and other similar organizations, 
In the general fight against disease. 


One of the important decisions of 


the Cannes conference was an agree- 
ment on the campaign plans for curb- 
Ing the ravages of tuberculosis, which 
has become more prevalent in Europe 
Blnce the war on account of the low 
nutrition value of the diet of the peo- 
ple, and because of the general fuel 
shortage and the shoddy clothing that 
came Into use as n result of the short- 
age In raw materials due to restricted 
Importations of wool and cotton. While 
the Eupropean populations generally 
suffered from the cold of winter in flre- 
less houses, their clothes were less 
warm, and their diet was less heating 
than In the pre-war days. These eon-

campaign plans against tuberculosis 
recommends a system of logulai in- 
spections in the schools, where chil- 
dren in the early stages of consumption 
can be found, thereby making possible 
the removal of the afflicted boys and 
girls who by their presence among the 
healthy youngsters- endanger the health 
of whole communities. 


For the advanced nnd hopeless ca«es 


of consumption the creation of an ade- 
quate hospital system is suggested. 


For cases where a cure is possible, 


a system of tsanatonums is recom- 
mended. 


That a campaign of popular educa- 


tion should in the meantime be car- 
ried on for the benefit of the general 
public, is deemed essential to the plan 
In this campaign widespread publicity 
would be gnen to the causes and 
means of preventing tuberculosis—ev- 
ery suitable publicity agency being 
utilized for the purpose. 


The anti-tuberculosis crusade is link- 


ed closely with the improvement of 
the general living and working condi- 
tions of the people evervw here. It in- 
volves the problems of housing, nu- 
trition, and alcoholism 
So that the 


section of the league of Red Cross so- 
cieties combating tuberculosis must of 
necessity depend on and work in har- 
mony with other depaitments directly 
interested in better housing conditions 
nnd the other movements calculated to 
improve living conditions.

Washington.—In the birth-registra- 


tion area of the United States 1,353,- 
792 infants were born alive in 1917, 
representing a birth rate of 24.6 per 
1,000 population. 


The total number of deaths in the 


same area was 770,222, or 141 per 
1,000. The births exceeded the deaths 
by 74.4 per cent. For every state in 
the registration area, for practically 
all the cities and for nearly all the 
counties, 
the 
births 
exceeded 
the 


deaths, in most cases by considerable 
proportion^. 
The mortality rate for 


infants under otic year of age aver- 
aged 93.S per 1,000 living births. 


The foregoing are among the fa.cts 


brought out by the census bureau's 
annual compilation of birth statistics. 


The birth-registration area, estab- 


lished in 1915, has grown rapidly. 
It 


comprised in 1917 the six New Eng- 
land states, Indiana, Kansas, Ken- 
tucky, Maryland, Michigan Washing- 
ton, Wisconsin and the District of Co- 
lumbia, and had an estimated popula- 
tion of 55,000,000, or about 53 per cent 
of the estimated total population of 
the United States in that year. 


The birth rate for the entire birth- 


registration area fell below that for 
1916 by two-tenths of one per 1,000 
population; but the death rate was 
less by six-tenths of one per thousand 
than in 1916. Thus the excess of the 
birth rate over the death rate for 1917, 
which amounted to 10.5 per 1,000, was 
somewhat greater than the correspond- 
ing excess for 1916, 10.1 per 1,000.

Sixteen weeks will be devoted 
to each course of study. No class will 
contain more* than thirty students, and 
there will be a laboratory assistant for 
each six men.

prospect of financial return. 
But all 30 are shareholders In the Northern 
Mining and Trading company. 


It Is another story of a search for a rich mining area where gold nuggets 
may be picked off the surface of the earth and where the ledges are incrusted 
Avilh the precious ore. The location is a secret.
